BOYNE CITY — It wasn’t 
pretty, but a win is a win. 

The Boyne City football 
team came away witha 
hard-fought, back and 
forth, down to the wire, 
Northern Michigan Foot- 
ball League I victory over 
the visiting Elk Rapids 
Elks 28-23 on October 17 at 
a rain soaked Earl Brother- 
ston Field. 

Boyne City survived a 
late drive by the Elks, 
which had marched inside 
the Rambler 10-yard line 
with under 20 seconds to 
play, but when Elk Rapids 
quarterback Adam Traut- 
man brought his team to 
the line of scrimmage to 
set up a quick spike of the 
ball to stop the clock, he 
lost control of the rain 
slicked football and it 
slipped out of his hands as 
he fumbled it across the 
line and Boyne City’s defen- 
sive linemen Connor Beebe 
pounced on it, giving the 
Ramblers possession and 
the ability to run out the 
clock and secure the win. 

With the victory, Boyne 
City clinches at least a 
share of the Northern 
Michigan Football League I 
title in the league’s inaugu- 
ral season. 

Things got off to a rocky 
start for the Ramblers, as 
their first play from scrim- 
mage deep in Boyne terri- 
tory, a botched handoff 
squirted free and into the 
hands of the Elks defense, 
giving Elk Rapids the ball 
and a short field to work 
with just 10 seconds into 
the contest. 

The Elks would waste lit- 
tle time in finding the end- 
zone as Trautman would 
hook up with a wide open 
Kole Douglas for a 13-yard 
touchdown pass at the 10:23 
mark, a successful extra 
point by Rob Wolfington 
and Elk Rapids was up 7-0, 
putting the Ramblers be- 
hind and in unfamiliar ter- 
ritory this season. 

Boyne City however, 
would respond on their 
next drive from their own 
32, as senior quarterback 
Max Cuper connected with 
a wide open Tanner Kruzel 
and the junior tight end 
raced up the right sideline 
for a 67-yard touchdown. A 
Dalton Gardner point after 
attempt would knot the 
game at 7-7 not even two 
minutes into the game. 

Trautman and the Elks 
would answer the Ramblers 
long pass play with a 74- 
yarder of their own as his

found a seam in the defense 
and looked to be off to the 
races, only to be chased 
down by Rambler defensive 
back Gardner at the Boyne 
City 1-yard line. One play 
later and the quarterback 
would take it in on a keeper 
for a 14-7 Elks lead at 9:25 of 
the first quarter. 

Boyne would again, 
bounce back with a long 
drive of their own, capped 
off with a Malik Smith 8- 
yard touchdown run, a 
missed extra point and the 
Elks held a slim 14-13 lead 
with just over five minutes 
remaining in the quarter. 

On the Elks next posses- 
sion, Trautman once again 
looked to thread the needle,

Maceo Vroman would

During the second quar- 
ter, both teams would move 
the ball, only to have their 
drives stall, and the score at 
the break would remain 21- 
14.

28-23 with 3:24 remaining in 
regulation. 

Boyne City’s Logan Sulak 
recovered the Elks attempt 
at an onside kick, the Ram- 
blers looked to run out the 
clock, but on fourth and 
one from the 40-yard line, 
the Elks made a push and 
stopped the Ramblers, forc- 
ing a turnover on downs 
with 1:44 left setting the 
stage for the Elks to drive 
deep into Boyne territory 
before the turnover inside 
the 10-yard line. 

“Big win for us!” Ram- 
bler coach David Hills said. 
“We controlled large por- 
tions of the game, we just 
gave them too many 
chances with turnovers 
and penalties.” 

Offensively for the Ram- 
blers, Smith led a ground 
attack that amassed 292 
total yards with 158 yards 
of his own on 30 rush at- 
tempts, while Vroman 
zigged and zagged his way 
to 89 yards on 12 carries, 
Cuper added 28 yards on 
five attempts and Alexan- 
der chipped in with 17 
yards on the ground. 

also led the hard-nosed 
Rambler defense with nine 
stops to go with his big 
sack, while Luke Sage 
added eight tackles; 
Alexander tacked on seven 
in addition to his intercep- 
tion and Kruzel recorded 
six tackles.
